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A contract has been awarded to construct a new Rink and 
Winter Sports Building at Ridley. This building will replace the old 
Rink, condemned last December, and provide sorely needed indoor 
winter sports facilities. The new structure will mean that once 
again Ridley’s athletic facilities will be second to none as you can 
see from the architect’s sketch. 

The tender cost of the building, 300 feet in length by 110 feet in 
depth, is $741,000. The rink will be in operation by January next. It 
is hoped that the Ridley family and interested corporations and 
foundations will respond to the challenge so boldly faced by the 
Board of Governors, to ensure that the building will be paid for 
when completed. 

The original rink at Ridley was Nicholls’ Hall, built in 1902 
through the generosity of Senator Frederick Nicholls, a member of 
the Board of Governors. Its position on the campus is now occupied 
by the Lower School. Although it survived the St. Catharines 
cyclone of 1909 it was destroyed by fire in May 1918. 

Work immediately commenced to replace Nicholls’ Hall. The 
Skating Rink, or simply The Rink, opened in January 1919. It had 
no frills and of course only natural ice. However, due to the dedica- 
tion of ‘Pro’ Coburn it provided a satisfactory ice surface for Ridley 
hockey teams for 33 years. In the summer and fall of 1950 the ice 
surface was extended from 161 feet to 181,feet and an artificial ice 
plant was installed. Following this rejuvenation The Rink con- 
tinued to serve Ridley well for a further 26 years. 
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The site of the old Rink after demolition 


In December, 1976 a member of the maintenance staff dis- 
covered that a member of a wood truss had disintegrated. A careful 
examination of the building by a firm of structural consultants con- 
demned the structure and recommended immediate demolition. 
This work began in January and The Rink was no more by early 
March. 


Since that time the Board and a special committee of the Board 
have spent long hours deciding how to replace The Rink. After con- 
Sultations with the architect and the Ridley staff the decision was 
made to erect a new rink building on the outdoor artificial rink and 
add a winter sports facility at the east end of the building. 

A considerable saving in cost will result from placing the new 
rink surface on top of the outdoor artificial rink. The new Winter 
Sports Building will provide a second basketball court and other 
winter sport facilities that have been sorely needed since the enroll- 
ment at the School has increased to five hundred students. 

The Rink building will contain an ice surface 85 feet by 185 
feet. There will be no spectator seating. Spectators will have 
standing room behind the boards. The existing refrigeration equip- 
ment will be used to provide the ice surface. Illumination will be 
provided by mercury vapor lights supplemented by fluorescent 
strip lighting. 

There will be four dressing rooms complete with showers and 


toilet facilities that will be used for hockey in the winter and for 
other sports in the fall and spring terms. A further dressing room, 
again with showers and toilet, will be available for staff and 
referees. At the entrance to the building will be a First Aid room 
and office. 

At the west end of the building there will.be a room to accom- 
modate the Zamboni mounted tractor. This room will also contain 
a large snow melting pit. Beside this area will be a large grounds 
equipment room that will house the second tractor and all the field 
maintenance and outdoor sports equipment. 

As a conservation measure underfloor piping will circulate a 
heated brine mixture to prevent frost penetration. The piping used 
will be the salvaged refrigerant piping used in the old rink. 

The interior of the building will be a partial block wall to a 
hieght of 10 feet. Insulated metal siding will complete the walls. 
Steel rigid frame trusses will span the ice surface and support the 
metal roof deck above. 

The Winter Sports building at the east end of the Rink will be 
67 feet wide by 110 feet in depth. It will contain a 50 foot by 85 foot 
basketball court with collapsible rollaway seating for 110 spec- 
tators. Incorporated in the floor markings will be 3 double bad- 
minton courts, 2 volleyball courts and 3 practice basketball stations. 
The floor will be cushioned hardwood. 

There will be two dressing rooms with shower and toilet 
facilities. These dressing rooms along with the six dressing rooms 
allocated to hockey are all located between the Rink and the Winter 
Sports building. 

It is envisaged that one dressing room for the Rink and one for 
the Winter Sports building will be designated for female students as 
required. 

Above the dressing rooms is an area designated for mul 
purpose activities. It is 30 feet in width by 55 feet in depth and wi 
allow viewing of both hockey and basketball games. A small 
kitchenette is located adjacent to this room. 

The interior of the Winter Sports building is similar to the Rink 
building except that structural steel framing will support the metal 
roof deck. It will be heated and air conditioned by roof top units. 

The exterior of the Rink building will be a 10 foot cement block 
wall with vertical metal siding and a pitch roof while the Winter 
Sports building will have a 10 foot brick wall, vertical metal siding 
and a flat roof. 

The Board of Governors does not wish to mount a general cam- 
paign to contact all Ridleians, as this would seriously affect our An- 
nual Giving programme, which is targeted to reach $100,000 per 
year in 1979. As a result the Board, under the leadership of Robert 
W. Stevens, has undertaken to raise a considerable amount of the 
funds required. . 

It is anticipated that the remainder will be raised from a 
number of donors in the various branche of The Association, who 
are keenly interested in the future of Ridley. Corporations and 
Foundations who are friends of Ridley are also being approached. 

The Niagara Peninsula branch has undertaken to raise $150,000 
and London and other branches are currently deciding on their ob- 
jectives. It is hoped that those who contribute will continue to sup- 
port the Annual Giving programme. 


It has been mentioned that a general campaign will not be held 
to raise funds for this new building. We do not wish to jeopardize 
the commitments that have been made to Annual Giving which is 
of great importance to the School. 


However, many of you Old Boys and Parents will have fo 






memories of the old Rink. You remember how cold it was. Y, \ 
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probably shovelled off the ice and you tried to warm up at the @ 
in the dressing room between periods. Those of you who are a little 
older will remember ‘Pro’ Coburn flooding the rink at all hours, 
night and day, to provide a good ice surface and ‘Pro’ and Bill 
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@ onc: sharpening your skates.

Notes from 
Ridley Board of Governors 


The last meeting of the Board was on May 26th, 1977 around the 
luncheon table at The Toronto Club. Attendance at these meetings 
by Board Members and Members of the Advisory Council is con- 
sistently very high. Considering the distances many Members have 
to travel, this is a clear measure of the interest and concern these 
gentlemen maintain for the affairs of Ridley. The Board now goes 
into summer recess until early fall when the next meeting will be 


onvened on the campus. 
4) A great deal of time of late has been devoted to the physical 

d financial planning of our new rink and winter facility. A special 
sub-committee of the Board, chaired by Denis Evans, has managed 
to distil the many requirements and objectives of the Board, in- 
terested Ridleians, and the staff at the school into a program of ac- 
tion. In normal situations such a process can take as much as twelve 
months but in this instance the whole process was accomplished in 
less than six. The financing of this seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollar facility is being underwritten largely by Members of the 
Board and the Advisory bcouncil and a special group of Association 
members. This is truly a fantastic undertaking in that a very major 
part of this amount is to be underwritten by a very small segment 
of the Board. We now wait with great anticipation as our new 
building starts to emerge upon the site of the old rink. 

For fiscal year 1977-78 the Finance Committee is projecting a 
balanced budget. This was accomplished through fee increases but 
more specifically through constant monitoring of every aspect of 
the costs of operating the entire Ridley plant. The total expenditure 
in this year will be approximately $2.3 M, and in 1981 the projected 
figure is $3.2 M. Clearly we are no longer in the minor leagues. 

The Headmaster is optimistic for a continued high interest in 
new student applications to the School. It is, however, his wish that 
Ridley be more representative of the whole of Canada instead of 
Southern Ontario, as is now the case. A concerted effort is being ex- 
pended to achieve a more balanced enrolment. 

The highlight of the last meeting was the report to the Board of 
Dr. Robert Finch, our Official Visitor. Dr. Finch visited the school 
for one week as an ‘Occasional Visitor,’ a practice which dates from 
the fifteenth century in England and Europe. His role is to record 
his impressions and Professor Finch did this in an unbiased and 
warm way. His seventeen page report was tabled to the Members 

the Board and is far too long to quote in this article but in a sub- 
uent issue of Tiger or other medium we will pass along to you 
his impressions and comments. For the most part, the Headmaster, 
his staff, and indeed the students can stand proud in the light of 
Professor Finch’s observations. ALK.

The School continues to support and provide players for On- 
tario and Canadian elevens; and in 1977, following in the footsteps 
of such past notables as Billy Bell, Sandy Somerville, Archie Mix, 
etc. durin the nineteen thirties and forties, and Graham Newman, 
Ward Passi, Ed Dillane, Brian Iggulden etc. in the nineteen sixties, 
Old Boys Chris Chappell (’74) and Peter Burn (’71) toured with an 
Eastern Canada Team in the Barbados. Paul Willis (’76), Mark 
Jocelyn (’76) and Rob Stein (’77) played for the Canadian Colts in 
England and participated in the International Cricket Youth Tour- 
nament with representative teams from England, Denmark, 
Ireland and Holland.

With the character of Hamlet 
played by Chris Downham, the play won the Best Play Award at 
the Niagara District Festival, and an Outstanding Acting Award 
went to Chris Downham, with Chris Savage, the Stage Manager, 
winning an award for Outstanding Technical Achievement. At the 
South-Western Ontario Regional. Festival the play was once again 
awarded the plaque for Outstanding Technical Achievement and 
was one of the two runners-up for first place.
